According to promoters the Edmonton 
Indy is about to turn a corner — and it’s 
to the left. 

“The road has been long and bumpy,” 
Francois Dumontier, president of Octane 
Motorsports Events Inc., told reporters 
yesterday at the Westin. 

Among the features of the newly un¬ 
veiled 3.631-kilometre race course at the 
airport: it runs counterclockwise and 
boasts perhaps the longest straightaway 
of any Indy track. Which promises a race 
that’s more exciting for fans and chal¬ 
lenging for drivers, say organizers. 

Those who bought tickets in 2010 will 
get first pick of reserved seats in the six 
grandstands by registering on the 
event’s website at edmontonindy.com. 

“This is part of our strategy to bring 
back the buzz in town,” said Dumontier, 
suggesting the July 22-24 event could 
eventually be stretched to a week.

Of those rumoured to be 
on the radar, Dumontier said he’s only 
seen Northlands, calling the site “a 
maybe.”

Promises of complete LRT 
expansion by 2016 went 
off the track yesterday. 

A report will come for¬ 
ward to city council with a 
design-build for only a 
portion of the southeast 
line. 

“If we hold out for the 
whole thing right now 
we’ll be waiting until 2020 
before we even get a shov¬ 
el in the ground,” said 
Goun. Ben Henderson. 


The transportation and 
public works committee 
suggested council look at 
completing the southeast 
line from Ghurchill 
Square to 75 Street/White- 
mud Drive first. 

A plan for funding the 
west and northwest lines, 
as well as the balance of 
the southeast will also 
come to council. 

The southeast line, 
which will eventually 
stretch to Mill Woods 
Town Gentre, and the west 
line, which will travel 
Stony Plain Road and 87 


Avenue to Lewis Estates, 
will cost $2.5 billion to 
complete. 

The city is considering a 
tax increase along with 
funds from the fuel levy to 
fund one-third of the en¬ 
tire $3.9 billion expansion. 

There is hope for feder¬ 
al money, as the province 
has already promised part 
of its $800-million region¬ 
al Green TRIP funding.

Romanian 
witches 
curse bill 

There’s more bad 
news in the cards for 
Romania’s beleaguered 
witches. 

A month after 
Romanian authorities 
began taxing them for 
their trade, the 
countiy’s soothsayers 
and fortune tellers are 
cursing a new bill that 
threatens fines or even 
prison if their 
predictions don’t come 
true. 

Superstition is a seri¬ 


ous matter in the land 
of Dracula, and officials 
have turned to witches 
to help the recession-hit 
countiy collect more 
money and crack down 
on tax evasion. 

Witches argue they 
shouldn’t be blamed for 
the failure of their tools. 

“They can’t condemn 
witches, they should 
condemn the cards,” 
Queen Witch Bratara 
Buzea told The Associat¬ 
ed Press by telephone. 

Critics say the propos¬ 
al is a ruse to deflect 
public attention from 
the country’s many 
problems. 

In 2009, Romania 
needed a $27.31-billion 
bailout from the IMF.

Air India convict 
files notice to appeal 


The only man convicted 
in the Air India bombing 
trial is appealing his per¬ 
jury conviction and nine- 
year sentence. 

Inderjit Singh Reyat 
says in his notice of ap¬ 
peal that the judge erred 
in law, misdirected the ju¬ 
ry and failed to tell jurors 
there was no evidence to 
support portions of the 
Crown’s closing address. 

Reyat says the sentence 
imposed Jan. 7 was “harsh 
and excessive.” 

He was given credit for 
17 months of time already 
served, leaving him seven 
years and seven months 
in prison. 

Reyat was convicted 
last November for lying 
19 times in September 
2003 at the trial of Ripu- 
daman Singh Malik and 
Ajaib Singh Bagri. 

His testimony was part 
of a deal that saw him 
plead guilty to 
manslaughter in the 
deaths of 329 people

Lawyers strike 
after talks fail

In what’s being billed as a 
Canadian first. Crown pros¬ 
ecutors and government 
lawyers have gone on strike 
in (Quebec, adding a pile of 
delayed cases onto the 
bacldog already plaguing 
the province’s justice sys¬ 
tem. 

Hundreds of criminal 
cases were sidelined when 
1,450 lawyers and prosecu¬ 
tors walked off the job yes¬ 
terday, emptying countless 
courtrooms and inspiring 
memorable protests in 
Montreal and (Quebec City. 

About 350 lawyers in 
black robes marched silent¬ 
ly inside the Montreal cour¬ 
thouse’s mezzanine, some 
with copies of the Criminal 
Code tucked under their 
arms. 

Later, they marched out¬ 
side and picked up placards 
that read: “Who profits 
from a weak Crown?” In 
Quebec City, lawyers 
marched to the provincial 


legislature. 

It is the first known case 
of Crown lawyers exercis¬ 
ing the right to a legal 
strike in Canada, said their 
national association. There 
have been some illegal 
strikes — most recently in 
Nova Scotia in 1998 and in 
Quebec in 1986 and 2002. 

Key issues include pay 
and workload. 

Prosecutors want their 
salaries to grow enough — 
about 40 per cent — so that 
they would be comparable 
with those of counterparts 
elsewhere in Canada.

Google manager energizes Egyptians 


A young leader of Eg 5 ^t’s 
anti-government protest¬ 
ers, newly released from 
detention, joined a mas¬ 
sive crowd in Cairo’s 
Tahrir Square for the first 
time yesterday and was 
greeted with cheers, 
whistling and thunderous 
applause when he de¬ 
clared: “We will not aban¬ 
don our demand and that 
is the departure of the 


regime.” 

Many in the crowd said 
they were inspired by Wael 
Ghonim, the 30-year-old 
Google Inc., marketing 
manager who was a key or¬ 
ganizer of the online cam¬ 
paign that sparked the first 
protest on Jan. 25 to de¬ 
mand the ouster of Presi¬ 
dent Hosni Mubarak. 

Straight from his re¬ 
lease from 12 days of de¬ 


tention, Ghonim gave an 
emotionally charged televi¬ 
sion interview Monday 
night where he sobbed 
over those who have been 
killed in two weeks of 
clashes and insisted, “We 
love Eg 5 q)t ... and we have 
rights.” Ghonim arrived in 
the square when it was 
packed. 

He spoke softly and 
briefly to the huge crowd 


from a stage and began by 
offering his condolences to 
the families of those killed. 

“I’m not a hero but 
those who were mart 5 ^ed 
are the heroes,” he said 
and then broke into a 
chant of “Mubarak, leave, 
leave.” When he finished, 
the crowd erupted in 
cheering, whistling and 
deafening applause.

“This worries us a lot 
that we received the mon¬ 
ey because it shows there 
is no caregiver,” said the 
surgeon, whose sister, Iri¬ 
na, is the girls’ mother. 


Instead, he had sent 
5,000 euros to their moth¬ 
er in a series of mailings 
from Cerignola, Italy, be¬ 
fore d57ing in an apparent 
suicide in southern Italy. 
Police believe he threw 
himself under a train. 

The couple was separat¬ 
ed, and Schepp had picked 
up the girls to spend the 
last weekend in January 
with him. 

Dr. Lucidi said that the 
father picked up the girls 
on a Friday and they were 
last seen with a neigh¬ 
bour’s child Sunday after¬ 
noon.

As life on this planet gets 
more depressing, news that 
the Kepler space telescope 
has found another 1,200 
planets, nearly tripling the 
known planet population, 
is good news indeed. 

t wasn’t too long ago, 1995, 
in fact, when the idea of 
finding planets outside our 
own solar system was 
science fiction, so even if 
you wanted to boldly go 
where no one has gone before, 
you couldn’t. 

But since then planets have 
proven as prolific as peanuts, and 
the space-based Kepler scope, 
launched in 2009, has found 
more than 1,200. And here’s big 
news: 54 of them are in the so- 
called Goldilocks zone, not so 
hot that we’ll fiy like bird poop 


on the roof of a car on a sizzling 
summer day, not so cold that it’s 
perpetually Jan. 27 in Winnipeg, 
but just right. Mild enough to 
hang out, watch the stars, and 
wonder if ET’s do¬ 
ing the same thing 
on Planet Cubic Zir¬ 
conium. 

More good news. 

Kepler can view 
about one per cent 
of the sky. If it 
could see the whole 
enchilada, it could 
identify another 
400,000 planets, many of them 
habitable by humans. 

We’ve fouled our own nest so 
badly that even the notion of a 
second chance is welcome relief 
Just imagine, a new home with¬ 
out Kim Kardashian or Donald 
Trump, where we can start 
replacing indigenous inhabitants 


right away! 

It’s a good idea not to get too 
carried away. That the planets in 
question exist at all is based on 
mainly circumstantial evidence, 
and using current 
technology, it 
would take a 
zillion years to get 
there (300,000 to 
be precise). But the 
point is, there’s 
now a “there.” 
We’ve got 
something to 
shoot for. 

Humans are a resourceful 
bunch. Columbus thought he 
would find a passage to India; in¬ 
stead, he found a “new world” 
and exploited the indigenous 
people there instead. Smiles all 
around, except, of course, for the 
exploited indigenous peoples. 

Even if we never get there.

planets fire the imagination. 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturn have 
turned out to be big disappoint¬ 
ments, ET-wise, but no matter. 
Now we have at least 54 new out¬ 
lets for our ridiculous notions of 
alien beings, and that should be 
enough to keep our minds 
expanded for generations to 
come. 

Getting there is half the fun.

While filming The Eagle, 
Jamie Bell learned that the 
tale of a Roman soldier 
(Channing Tatum) and na¬ 
tive slave (Bell) hiking into 
the wilds of Scotland in 
search of a lost legion was¬ 
n’t exactly going to be a 
simple walk in the country. 
Bell spoke with Metro 
about tempting h 5 ^other- 
mia, mastering Gaelic and 
avoiding the g 5 mi. 


How much Gaelic do you 
actually speak? 

I don’t even really remem¬ 
ber my lines from the film, 
but in terms of what we 
had to learn it was pretty 
extensive. There were a 
fair few scenes there, a 
couple of pages of dialogue 
that you have to be pretty 
fluent and pretty authentic 
and believable when you 
come to actually shoot it. I 
had to learn it phonetical¬ 
ly, kind of similar to how I 
would learn an accent. It’s 
very obvious when it goes 
wrong because it does not 


sound like Gaelic. It sounds 
like gobbledygook. 

The shoot for this was pret¬ 
ty physically demanding, 
wasn’t it? 

Toward the end of the film, 
there was lots of stuff 
where we were flowing 
down these rivers and 
falling down into some of 
the coldest water you can 
possibly imagine. This wa¬ 
ter when you get into it, it 
crushes your chest and it’s 
really difficult to get your 
breath, and your heart rate 
goes crazy. Your brain is 


kind of spinning and send¬ 
ing you messages, going, 
“You know, if you don’t get 
out of this water, you’re go¬ 
ing to die.” I only managed 
to do that twice before the 
medics said I could do no 
more, and that was a mo¬ 
ment where [director] 
Kevin [McDonald] was like, 
“Please, please, please go.” 
And I felt like I kind of let 
him down because, literal¬ 
ly, I couldn’t. I’m not veiy 
strong in water an 5 ^ay, 
and especially when I’m 
lugging Ghanning Tatum 
behind me. 


What did you do to get in 
shape for the role? 

I really felt the idea of go¬ 
ing to a g 5 nn and pounding 
weights and drinking pro¬ 
tein shakes was an incredi¬ 
bly contemporaiy idea that 
didn’t really seem to fit the 
second centuiy. So for me, I 
just wanted to get to a 
place where the guy had a 
feral masculinity and 
looked like he could take 
care of himself if he need¬ 
ed to. But also he’s been a 
slave. He’s probably been 
malnourished for quite 
some time. 

Are you spending more 
time in California or Eng¬ 
land these days? 

I live in Galifornia right 
now. I love it here. I go 
back to England about four 
or five times a year. I don’t 
think Galifornia is neces¬ 
sarily a permanent place of 
residence. 

How did you avoid the 
traps of the young Holly¬ 
wood lifestyle? 

The fame thing, just to 
clarify that, I never really 
feel that side of things. I 
don’t really make big, big 
movies. I think there are 
those people, and those 
people probably have a 
veiy complicated, difficult 
life. I love going to the gro- 
ceiy store and just hanging 
out, going to the coffee 
shop. I think it’s a total ad¬ 
vantage that people don’t 
recognize me. 

That might change with 
The Adventures of Tintin 
coming out later this year. 

I watched Tintin when I 
was seven years old on the 
TV. It was different from 
the other cartoons because 
it wasn’t just a simple cat 
chasing a mouse. There 
was something so much 
more to this. It really took 
me to another place. And 
Stephen Spielberg feels ex¬ 
actly the same way. For me, 
it was interesting to see 
him dealing with [motion- 
capture] technology. We’ve 
stayed very true to the aes¬ 
thetic quality of the illus¬ 
trations, and I think if you 
did this as a live action 
film, you would lose a lot 
of the quality about it.

Shakespeare’s classic 
reimagined in the flick 
Gnomeo & Juliet 

P eople have a 

love for garden 
gnomes that is 
gnot gnormal. 
The colourful 
terra-cotta lawn 
decorations pop up in 
everything from Traveloci- 
ty commercials to R.L. 
Stine’s Revenge of the 
Lawn Gnomes to Corona¬ 
tion Street to the Hariy 
Potter and the Chamber of 
Secrets video game and, of 
course, in tacky garden 
displays. Since ceramic 


gnomes were first manu¬ 
factured in rural Germany 
by Phillip Griebel in 1847, 
these strange little 
creatures have carved out 
a pointy-hatted niche in 
popular culture. 

This weekend they take 
over movie theatres play¬ 
ing the leads in a reimag¬ 
ining of Shakespeare’s 
most romantic play. In 
Gnomeo & Juliet two star- 
crossed gnomes, voiced by 
James McAvoy and Emily 
Blunt, must overcome 
prejudice for their love to 
bloom. 

This is probably the 
most gnometastic movie 
to ever hit theatres, but it 


isn’t the only one. Gnomes 
have had supporting roles 
on screen for years. 

The most famous movie 
gnome is the hapless trav¬ 
elling gnome from Amelie. 
In the film, Audrey Tautou 
tricks her father into 
following his dream of 
touring the world by steal¬ 
ing his garden gnome and 
having a flight attendant 
friend send pictures of it 
posing with landmarks 
from all over the world. 

The world wide 
popularity of the film 
kicked off a resurgence of 
gnome love, and in 2002 
International Gnome Day 
was instituted and is now 


celebrated on June 21 in a 
dozen countries. The trav¬ 
elling gnome also became 
a popular motif and was 
featured in the Matthew 
Good band video for Anti¬ 
pop, the videotapes Half- 
Life 2: Episode Two and 
The Sims 3 and on the 
soap opera Neighbours. 

The garden decorations 
of Gnomeo & Juliet aren’t 
the first animated big 
screen gnomes. In Wallace 
& Gromit: Gurse of the 
Were-Rabbit, Wallace, the 
inventor, installs gnomes 
in all the gardens in his 
town to guard against 
pests. Each garden gnome 
is equipped with a swivel¬ 


ing head and fire engine 
red eyes that light up 
when it senses rabbits or 
other garden invaders. 

Gnomes are used to 
tragicomic effect in The 
Full Monty when Gerald 
(Tom Wilkinson) is 
distracted by some gnarly 
dancing gnomes during an 
all important job 
interview. 

Also amusing are the 
airborne gnomes of 
Teenage Space Vampires, 
but the little creatures 
take a sinister turn in 
Slumming, a nasty horror 
film that is definitely not 
Better Gnomes and 
Gardens approved.

Oscar-winning director 
Paul Haggis is opening up 
about his extensive in¬ 
volvement with the 
Church of Scientology, de¬ 
nouncing the controversial 
religion as a “cult.”

Waves of warmth moved 
from the small tequila 
glass to my tongue, down 
my esophagus and gently, 
subtly, into my belly. 

At $350 dollars a bottle, 
I was being introduced to 
the cream of the tequila 
crop — Herradura Selec- 
cion Suprema. Like liquid 
gold, the tawny colour had 
been honed and refined to 
perfection. And in the Am- 
atitan Valley near the large 
inland city of Guadalajara, 
Mexico, I learned just how 
this tequila had been born. 

Visiting the Casa Her¬ 
radura Distillery, located 
within the old walls of Ha¬ 
cienda San Jose del Refugio 
(an old Mexican estate), is 
like stepping into another 
world — a world of magic 
horseshoes, witches, 
priests and ghosts. Visitors 
can ride by horseback 
through Casa Herradura’s 
blue agave fields to see the 
plant from which tequila 
is derived. Then, after am¬ 
bling through the dry, 
rolling landscape, it’s time 
to learn how tequila is 
made. 

What’s unique about 
visiting Casa Herradura is 
that the entire process, 
from the laborious efforts 
of hard-working Jimadors 
who harvest the agaves to 
the cooking of the agave 
hearts in massive clay 
ovens, to the extraction of 
the brown, sugaiy nectar. 


I Tequila tasting ] 

► Well aged. Try El Jimador, 
which comes straight from 
the stills and is as clear as 
water. This brand, which is 
clean tasting, is great for 
mixed drinks. Then try Her¬ 
radura Reposado, which 
rests in oak barrels absorb¬ 
ing their flavour. The oak 
casts a golden colour into 
the spirit. And finally, Her¬ 
radura Ahejo. Aged for 25 
months, this tequila sleeps 
a long time in the barrel. 
Drink this straight from a 
glass at room temperature. 

is on display for the public 
to see. After extraction, the 
juices are pumped into 
vats where all they need is 
time to ferment naturally 
from yeast present in the 
Hacienda’s air supply. Sur¬ 
rounding fruit and flower 
trees provide natural 
yeast, so absolutely noth¬ 
ing is added to the agave 
juice. Then it’s through 
the stills, and pure, all-nat¬ 
ural tequila is born. 

The Hacienda boasts a 
modern processing plant, 
but its roots extend back 
to an original distillery. 
This is perhaps the neatest 
part of a Casa Herradura 
tour. This old area (Casa 
Herradura was founded in 
1870) is filled with cobble¬ 
stone floors, deep, spooky 
wells and shiny copper 
stills. Perhaps this is the 
area of ghosts, where Her¬ 
radura legend and lore ex¬ 
tend from.

Dan Savage considered 
himself a “hard-core” skier 
when he and his wife 
moved to Femie, B.C., more 
than a decade ago. 

“I wanted the steepest 
and I wanted the deepest,” 
said the owner of the local 
website Femie.com. “The 
terrain here’s very steep, 
and the snow is very deep. 
It’s a real skiers’ mountain.” 

Savage’s perspective 
shifted when his children 
— now five and seven — 
entered the picture. 

“I came here as an expe¬ 
rienced skier and loved it. 


and I’m loving what they 
have for families as well.” 

The lower mns at Femie 
Alpine Resort, he said, are 
“really kid-ffiendly.” 

At Fernie — about a 
three-plus-hour drive from 
Calgaiy — 30 per cent of 
the mns are considered be¬ 
ginner, 40 per cent are in¬ 
termediate and 30 per cent 
are advanced. 

The variety makes Femie 
a good place for skiers and 
snowboarders to hone their 
skills, said Will Barbour, 
with Tourism Femie. 

“It’s a really great moun¬ 


tain for setting your sights 
and ticking the boxes as 
you work through the dif¬ 
ferent nms,” he said. 

Femie is known for its 


five massive bowls. 

“The Lizard Bowl is a 
nice starting point, for sure. 
It has some nice, more mel¬ 
low terrain and funnels out 


into some wonderful big 
wide-open groomed mns,” 
said Barbour. 

Barbour came to Fernie 
from Australia three years 
ago and stayed for one 
main reason; the snow. 

“I came to ski for six 
weeks and my first day was 
a 40-centimetre day. It 
snowed almost two metres 
that week. And I thought. 
This deserves a bit more of 
my time. So I stayed,” he 
said. 

There are plenty of activ¬ 
ities in Fernie besides 
downhill skiing and snow¬ 


boarding. Visitors can cross¬ 
country ski, snowshoe, go 
dog-sledding, ride horse¬ 
back, take a helicopter ride 
and snowmobile. 

There’s also cat-skiing, in 
which skiers can hitch a 
ride on a massive grooming 
machine to remote back- 
country terrain. 

Femie has a variety of 
lodging options right at the 
hill, including the Wolf’s 
Den Lodge, Cornerstone 
Lodge, Cedar Ridge Estates, 
Griz Inn and Lizard Creek 
Lodge.

In the corporate ecosys¬ 
tem there are two species 
of boss: the vile nag that 
lectures the workforce, 
and the noble being who 
leads it. 

“The goal of every man¬ 
ager should be to make 
people feel like they want 


to work for you, and not 
like they have to,” Donna 
Flagg, author of Surviving 
Dreaded Conversations 
says. 

Yet asking spat-on un¬ 
derlings to throw their all 
into a degrading day 
grind can feel like telling 
them to smile during 
their root canal. 

With that in mind, 
here’s three principles ex¬ 


ecutive coaches recom¬ 
mend when it comes to 
talking downtrodden 
labourers into loving the 
work they do for you. 

Encourage Them to Take 
The Lead 

“Let other people have 
the ideas,” Barbara 
Frankel, a career coach in 
New York says. 

That could mean hold¬ 
ing onto your opinions 
longer, opening meetings 
up for more brainstorm 
activity - or even sub-con¬ 
tracting out the art of 
idea-concocting altogeth¬ 
er. 

“Set up a little task 
force where employees 
get together, talk, then 
bring their ideas in collec¬ 
tively,” she suggests. 

Next, whenever an un¬ 
derling does bring in a 
snappy fix, don’t dispos¬ 
sess them of it by dictat¬ 
ing all the details. 

“People do not like be¬ 
ing controlled,” Flag says. 
“Bad bosses are the ones 


who get off on control.” 

Recognize Each Individual 

“Being a boss is all 
about creating relatiom 
where you’re interested 
in them and together 
you’re building some¬ 
thing bigger than the task 
at hand,” Flagg explains. 
“It’s about making them 
feel equal even though 
they’re not.” 

That involves appreci¬ 
ating the kind of col¬ 
league they are - both at 
work and after it. 

“Find out what’s impor¬ 
tant to them,” Frankel 
says. “What inspires 
them? What new projects 
do they want to be a part 
of? Why do they come to 
work?” 

Give Clear Instructions 

“The more people feel 
that they can count on 
you, the more they do for 
you,” Flag offers. 

But workers can’t trust 
you, she warns, if they 
don’t understand your ex¬ 


pectations - and that 
means answering emails, 
explaining projects clear¬ 
ly, and taking time to stop 
by a boss-shy worker’s 
desk. 

“You have to be a good 
communicator, and that 


comes from having a 
mindset that you’re one 
among them,” she stress¬ 
es. 

“You don’t need to 
prove to anyone that you 
have power. The position 
itself gives that to you.” 




UNIONS OFFER ESCAPE HATCH FOR SOME

F lipping through the 
newspaper the other 
day, I came across a 
headline that 

grabbed my attention - 


“Civil servant keeps job de¬ 
spite pom.” The case con¬ 
cerned a federal 
government employee 
who spent up to five hours 
at work each day surfing 
the Internet for pornogra¬ 
phy and trading pictures, 
all from his government 
email account. Amazingly, 
he kept his job. 

The general public asks 
why this employee keeps 
his job when employers 
are allowed to fire other, 
less blameworthy employ¬ 
ees, for reasons such as 
“layoffs” and “restmctur- 


ing,” with legal impunity. 
The answer is clear: the 
union. No surprise then 
that unionized employees 
champion cases like this, 
while employers are left 
scratching their heads. 

In unionized work¬ 
places, misconduct is often 
present, but seldom does it 
lead to dismissal. This is 
because unionized employ¬ 
ers are bound by collective 
agreements permitting dis¬ 
missal only with “just 
cause.” However, unlike 
employers in non-union 
workplaces, who need on¬ 


ly to prove real misconduct 
to rid themselves of prob¬ 
lem employees, unionized 
employers must make out 
a much more compelling 
case for dismissal, all with¬ 
out disturbing their labour 
relations with the union. 
As a result, many union¬ 
ized employers are forced 
to forgive misconduct for 
fear of losing the case - or 
worse, offending their 
union. 

Further, unionized em¬ 
ployees think mostly in 
terms of reinstatement, 
while non-union employ¬ 


ees usually seek severance. 
Arbitrators, granted with 
the exclusive jurisdiction 
to resolve union labour dis¬ 
putes, have the authority 
to reinstate fired employ¬ 
ees to their jobs, with full 
back pay, while non-union 
employees, who do not en¬ 
joy the right to reinstate¬ 
ment, are often “paid off” 
with a few months’ sever¬ 
ance in exchange for drop¬ 
ping their case. When 
viewing the issue through 
this lens, it is no wonder 
that the civil servant kept 
his job despite spending so 


much of his time searching 
for pom. 

My article should not be 
read as if I am advocating 
for unions because I am 
not. My law firm receives 
more calls from unionized 
employees complaining 
about their own unions 
than it does from non¬ 
union employees who have 
been fired. Considering 
that only 30 per cent of the 
Canadian workforce is 
unionized, this indicates 
that unionized employees 
are no better off than non- 
unionized ones.

So she looked forward 
to having something new 
each Valentine's Day in 
college, and even bought 
red gloves and a red hat to 
co-ordinate. 

“It feels veiy personal, 
someone is taking the 
time and effort to make 


you something,” said 
Babine, now 24 and living 
in Washington, D.C. 

In all, some 2,500 Red 
Scarf Project packages will 
be sent this Valentine's 
Day through the annual 
project run by the Orphan 
Foundation of America. 
The recipients are all cur¬ 
rent or former foster chil¬ 
dren enrolled in college 
who receive scholarships 
through the foundation. 

The group also acts as a 
support system to the stu¬ 
dents - since they are 
largely on their own - by 
being in regular contact 
through phone calls, 
emails and care packages. 
But the Red Scarf project 
has become the group's 


signature effort, with the 
scarves outshining the 
candy, gift cards and 
school supplies that fill 
the Valentine's Day pack¬ 
ages. 

“You realized it wasn't 
just a bunch of stuff put in 
a box. It was more than 
that. It made you feel ap¬ 
preciated and know that 
there were people that 
thought about you,” said 
Sarah Lucas-Melo, who 
has three scarves she re¬ 
ceived during her time at 
State University of New 
York College at Geneseo. 

Scarves come in vaiy- 
ing styles - elaborate ca¬ 
bles, striped scarves 
adorned with fringe or 
simple patterns with the 


most basic of stitches - 
from around the country 
and world. They're all 
made by knitters who vol¬ 
unteer their time and hob¬ 
by anonymously. 

The project has grown 
as the trend of knitting 
for charity spreads. There 
are projects to make 
clothing for children, say, 
or hats for cancer pa¬ 
tients. Knitters connect 
through networking sites 
and blogs to get support 
quickly. 

In the Red Scarf pro¬ 
ject's first year, knitters 
sent in about 2,500 to 
3,000 scarves. The second 
year - after word spread - 
15,000 came in.

prices with reasonable 
profitability. We tried to 
be aggressive,” Hartog 
said, adding that the com¬ 
pany didn’t skimp on 
hardware. 

The specifications in¬ 
clude a 25-centimetre 
screen and a dual-core 
one gigahertz processor 
with graphics and media 
acceleration. The screen 
responds to touch and a 
stylus because “all the 
feedback we’ve gotten on 
note-taking is very impor¬ 
tant,” he said. 

The company has some 
operations based in India 
and the sales potential 
there made it a launch 
market, Hartog said. 

“They’re a huge popu¬ 
lation and they’re very fo¬ 
cused on education as a 
kind of transformative 
factor in their whole 
economy,” he said. “Edu¬ 
cation is viewed very 
highly there.” 

Built into the tablet 
will be a number of apps 
to let students browse dig¬ 


ital textbooks and ebooks, 
search within them, and 
mark them up with notes. 
Collaboration tools will 
also let students and 
teachers view or work on 
the same content, Hartog 
said, and the devices can 
also tie into the school’s 
IT or learning manage¬ 
ment systems.

Hub yesterday. The team 
said a portion of the pro¬ 
ceeds will go to charity. 

Don Jobe, 24, of Apple- 
ton, Wis., and three of his 
friends were in the Lam¬ 
beau parking lot by 9:45 
a.m., braving a frosty wind 
chill to tailgate. 

“That’s what true Packer 
fans do,” Jobe said as he 
struggled in the cold to 
light a grill. “You only win 
the Super Bowl so often.” 

The Green Bay area, 
which is the smallest mar¬ 
ket with an NFL team, has 
been in the throes of a non¬ 
stop party since the Packers 
beat the Pittsburgh Steelers

Ken Hampp, 23, of Apple- 
ton as he sipped a Budweis- 
er.

Gonsider that the gifted Gzech 
pla 5 miaker is on pace to suit up for 65 
games this season. That would be a down 
year for most NHLers, but Hemsky’s 
injury history makes the number much 
more common for him. He played just 22 
nights last year and missed 10 games the 
season before that. Though talented, he is 
quickly becoming the Western version of 
Buffalo’s Tim Gonnolly. 

So for a team trying to win a Stanley 
Gup, any haggling over Hemsky’s worth 
on the trade market would be in favour 
of the buyer — the draft picks begin to 
drop into later rounds, the prospects of¬ 
fered are a little less blue-chip — not the 
seller. Edmonton needs to ask whether 
it’s worth making a trade at all at this 
point.

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Gone from the MazdaS is the 2.3-litre 
four-cylinder engine. It’s replaced with a 
standard 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
powerplant that’s also found in the Maz¬ 
daS and Mazda6 passenger cars plus the 
base CX-7 tall wagon. 

For its role in the MazdaS, the 2.5 pro¬ 
duces 157 horsepower and 163 pound-feet 
of torque, which is a slight improvement 
over the 2.3.

yanking the chains of the 
automakers in different di¬ 
rections. 

Camaro’s target 
audience is obviously the 
baby-boom generation. Per¬ 
haps you’ve heard of them? 

Following the baby 
boom is Generation X, a 
much smaller crowd. But 
Generation Y, also referred 
to as, “The Millennial Gen¬ 
eration,” and/or, “The Echo 
Boom,” is actually a veiy 
sizeable cohort. 

With more and more ba¬ 
by-boom drivers gradually 
moving on to more non-dri¬ 
ving activities, like 
shuffling to the washroom 
eveiy 15 minutes, Gen Y-ers 
are poised to be the 
“driving force” in the mar¬ 
ket. 

But just not yet. 

Baby boomers are still by 
far the largest group out 
there, and will continue to 
be, even after 2013, when 
most of them will be 60 
years or older. 

Not only are there fewer 
Gen-Y people, they aren’t as 
uniformly “car crazy” as 
their elders; many aren’t in¬ 
terested in driving at all, 
and many hold off getting 
cars and/or their licenses 


until their 20s. 

But among them are 
those who love their vehi¬ 
cles just as much as any 
previous generation. 

The H 5 mndai Veloster is 
aimed squarely at Gen-Y 
folks. 

This “three-door” sports 
coupe will compete directly 
against Mini Gooper, Honda 
GR-Z and Scion tG. 

The tG is new to Ganada, 
but in the U.S., where it has 
been sold for a few years 
now, it has the distinction 
of attracting the youngest 
owners (medium age 24 
years) of any nameplate on 
the market. 

The original Gamaro fol¬ 
lowed Ford Mustang into 
the so-called “Pony Gar” 
segment, which would also 
ultimately include Firebird, 
Ghallenger, Barracuda, 
Javelin, AMX and Gougar. 

Back in their heyday, 
these cars made a splash 
because they were lighter 
and faster and better look¬ 
ing than family sedans. 

In other words, they 
were the “young person’s 
ride” — like the Veloster is 
now. 

But in 2011 these Pony 
cars are strictly a middle- 




aged person’s proposition, 
and only for those with cer¬ 
tain aesthetic sensibilities 
and generous credit lines. 

It’s obvious the Veloster 
and other modem sports 
coupes do a way better job 
crossing over to other 
demographics. 

They’re lighter, have 
more space and fuel 
efficiency, and more afford¬ 
able. 

So let’s keep them com¬ 
ing, and maybe ease off a 
bit on the nostalgia trip. 


Tire compounds: *It*s all in the mixture*

For all the safety items you 
may have on your vehicle, 
such as airbags or electron¬ 
ic stability control, nothing 
is more important than 
your tires. 

Everything else is there 
to help protect you and 
bring the vehicle under 
control when your tires 
lose contact with the road. 

Several factors go into a 
tire’s “grip,” including the 
tread pattern, the underly¬ 


ing layers and especially its 
compound, the mbber mix¬ 
ture from which it’s made. 

Tires aren’t made from 
mbber alone, which would 
be too hard in the cold and 
too soft in hot weather, and 
which would quickly de¬ 
grade during driving. In¬ 
stead, the compound is a 
complex blend of natural 
and artificial mbber, along 
with such ingredients as sil¬ 
ica sand, carbon black, pro- 
prietaiy pol 5 miers and 
chemicals that vaiy with 
the manufacturer and the 
type of tire being made. 

“The compound is softer 
for winter tires,” says 
Orazio Mastracchio, quality 
and product manager for 


Pirelli Ganada. 

“The softer the com¬ 
pound, the more grip it 
generates on ice, but it 
can’t be too soft. You need 
to work with both the com¬ 
pound and the assembly of 


the tire.” 

Designing a tire means a 
perfect balance of the com¬ 
pound’s rigidity and the 
tread pattern. 

“If you have a softer 
compound, you don’t want 


a big open tread or you’ll 
lose stability,” Mastracchio 
says. “On our Winter Ice- 
Gontrol tires, which are 
mainly for ice and winter 
conditions, the compound 
is softer and the treads are 
close together.” 

Tire compounds aren’t 
just divided into winter and 
summer, or the all-season 
compromise, but also by 
their intended use. An off¬ 
road tire will have a differ¬ 
ent compound than a 
sports car’s performance 
tire, even though both may 
be intended for use in the 
summer. 

“It’s all in the mixture,” 
Mastracchio says. “It’s like 
baking a cake.” 


Eco-friendly 


► Tires haven't been all that 
environmentally friendly in 
the past, as manufacturers 
used high aromatic (HA) 
oils to help soften the 
compound. 

► As much as a litre of HA 
oils, created during the oil 
refining process and which 
are considered hazardous 
and carcinogenic, could be 
used in a single car tire. 

► Companies such as Pirelli 
are now using Aromatic 
Oil Free (AOF) compounds, 
which have far less impact 
on the environment.

The Pontiac Solstice and its 
corporate twin, the Saturn 
Sky, launched in model 
years 2006 and 2007, re¬ 
spectively. Two-seat, soft- 
top convertibles, the 
vehicles enjoyed short life 
spans before being axed 


due to GM’s financial segue 
into modem times. 

The Pontiac and Saturn 
brands are no longer with 
us, but both of their recent 
convertibles are available 
in the used market for rea¬ 
sonably affordable prices. 

Since the vehicles were 
basically identical albeit 
some cosmetics, this re¬ 
view applies to both mod¬ 
els. 

Engines, gearboxes and 
chassis components were 
shared between the pair of 
roadsters, and included a 
four-wheel independent 
suspension, rear-wheel 
drive, automatic or manual 
transmissions and front- 
mounted choice of four- 
cylinder engines. Said 
engines included a 2.4 litre 
ECOTEC unit with 177 
horsepower, or a two-litre 
ECOTEC turbo mill with 
260. 

Models with the latter 
engine were called the Pon¬ 
tiac Solstice “GXP” or Sat¬ 
urn Sky “Redline.” These

Overall value, fim-to-drive 
dynamics, performance, 
looks and fuel economy 
were all highly rated on 
the Sky and Solstice twins 
by their owners. 

What Owners Hate 
Most owners say they 
wished for more interior 
storage space, a larger 
tmnk, and easier entiy and 
exit to the two-seat cockpit. 

Common Issues 
If the model you’re consid¬ 
ering has the turbocharged 
engine and exhibits an er¬ 
ratic idle or “misfire” be¬ 
tween about 2000 and 3000 


rpm, a bad engine manage¬ 
ment sensor may be to 
blame. 

The Sky and Solstice 
aren’t free of electronics-re¬ 
lated issues like these, so if 
any seem to be presenting 
themselves, be sure to have 
a GM-trained mechanic fig¬ 
ure out why.
